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DETAILED ACTION 
The amendment filed 9/20/04 under 37 CFR 1.1 16 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance and will not be entered because: The proposed amendment raises new issues 
that would require further consideration and/or search. Three problems would arise: 

1. The insertion of "and" into the C02R3 definition, second line, closes the list, which 
makes no sense, since the list continues after the aromatic heterocyclic carboxyl 
ester choice. 

2. The "which may be substituted" tacked onto this list (which does have descriptive 
support as indicated) is unclear. It could mean a) just the previous phthalidyl term b) 
the list from the newly inserted "and" or c) the entire list. 

3. If carboxy is removed from X and Y definition, then malonic types in claims 22 and 
23 means that these claims will be improperly dependent on claim on claim 20. That 
is, the second, third and fourth choices in claim 22 correspond to X = COOH, Y = 
H, alkyl and halogen respectively. Likewise for claim 23. It may be that what 
applicants intend is not the esters but the diesters. These would correspond to X = 
COOR, of which there are some permitted types in claim 20.
